NATIONAL  NEGRO  BUSINESS 
LEAGUE,  NASHVILLE,  TENN. 


Tbe  fourth  annual  n 


leetiug  of  the  Na 
ue  was  held  here 
during  last  week.  Wednesday,  Thursday 
and  Priday,  August  18,  SO  andSl.  The 
most  reptesentattve  gathering  of  Negroes 
ever  assembled  in  this  country  ha*  been 
'he^ueaU  of  the  good  people  of  this  city. 

Tbedelegate*  came  with  enthusiasm, 
aad  brought  with  them  a  hopelulneas 
which  has  been  communicated  to  all  w.ho 
■ave  come  In  contact  with  them. 

Tbe  meeting  was  held  in  the  Hall  of 
the  House  of  representatives,  Ktate  Cap- 
itol Building,  under  ciroui 
the  met  favorable  and  sailafactcrr  char- 
acter Tbe  attendance  was  tbe  largest  In 
History  of  tbe  League,  and  what  Is  man 
imp  ortant,  the  men  who  composed  it  ant 
who  have  bieu  h.reare  of  that  strooi 
-luidv  character,  to  be  found  thtougb. 
mt  the  country  interest. d  in  the  effort 
to  bnild  up  the  Negro  pvopli 
dressea  have  been  strong  and  practice' 
ones,  and  have  been  both  interesting 
and  inatruotive. 

It  is  the  gener 
that  tb«  League  has  more  than  vindicat- 
ed the  wisdom  or  Its  organization,  and 
ha.  proved  -Uelf  worthy  of  thee 
•  nil  i>upport  of  the*ub*taniial 
the  raoe. 

The  Initial  sission  was  mad 
suspicions,  not  only  through  the  high 
character  nf  those  assembled,  but  as  Well 
a*  by  tbe  addnsaesof  welcome  delivered 
hy  the  Mayor-el.ct  of  ti  e  city,  the  Preai- 
dent  of  tbe  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
hy  the  Preeident  of  tbe  Retail  Men  bants 
A»eociafion. 

Each  of  these  gentlemen  spoke  In  his 
official  capacity,  and  in  a  vein  not  pat- 
ronising, but  manly  courageous  and 
helpful.  There  could  be  no  dt  ubt  of  tbe 
tinging  note  of  sincerely  In  wbat  they 
had  to  say  There  welcome  wa*  no  less 
neatty  than  that  extended  on  behalf  of 
the  various  Negro  Organisation  of 
city.  Every  sesaion  cf  the  L.  ague  was 
attended  by  great  cowds  of  perron*, 
white  and  black,  who  throng"  d  not  only 
tbe  ball  where  tbe  meetings  were  held 
but  the  lobby  aad  corridors  leading  to 
the  ball  aa  well. 

Or  especial  interest  wa*  the  disposi- 
tion manifested  hy  the  Nashtille  m 
papers  to  prove  tbelr  concern  In  the 
meeting.  It  waa  a  remarkable  fact  that 
the  Nashville  newspaper*,  the  Nashville 
Banner,  the  Nashville  American  and  the 
Nashville  News,  carried  from  six  to 
eight  columns  of  matter  during  each  days 
..  salon,  and  their  report*  were  courteous 
respectful  and  enthusiastic.  No  such 
newa  cervic.  baa  ever  been  given  any 
Negro  gathering  in  the  country. 

Easily,  of  course  and  to  be  expected 
Booker  T.  Washington,  -  he  Preside jt  of 
the  League,  wa*  the  cent*  r  of  attrac- 
tion •  It  has  been  worth  much  to  note 
tbat  tbe  substantial  elements  of  the 
race  are  ao  thoroughly  In  aeoord  with 
this  man  Ou  the  evening  of  the  First 
session  aa  a  special  mark  of  distinction 
Dr.  B.  C.  Morris,  President  of  the  Na- 
tional Baptist  Convention,  the  largest 
organisation  of  Negroes  In  the  country 
and  himself  a  man  of  large  business 
interests,  offered  a  motion,  suspending 
ths  rules  of  the  League  and  re-electing 
Mr.  Washington  president  for  anither 
year.  Toe  motion  waa  warmly  second 
ed  by  Hon.  J.  C.  Napier,  of  Nashville, 
and  Mr.  8.  Lalng  Williams,  of  Chicago. 
Tbemotlon  was  unanimoualy  carried 
by  a  rising  vote  and  with  a  whoop. 

As  a  further  mark  of  their  admira- 
tion for  Mr.  Washington,  the  rules 
were  again  suspended  on  the  last  day1 
sesaion  when  life  member*  were  en 
rolling  and  Mr.   .V  ashing  ton  made  a 

 tber  of  the  League  without 

paying  the  fee  of  twenty  rive  dollar* 
required  of  ot  her*. 

The  Committee  on  Resolution*  re- 
potted through  T.  1  boms*  Fortune,  of 
New  Jersey,  for  the  oommittea,  aa 
strong  a  statement  1 1  the  Negro's  rela- 
tion to  business  development  and  an 
appeal  to  further  development  along 
three  lines  aa  his  ever  been  printed. 
The  resolution*  are  too  long  to  be  print- 
ed here,  bat  the  foil  -wing  extract  will 
give  noma  indication  of  their  strong 


let  in  the  mark .  u  of  the  world  for  their 
surplus  production. 

"In  this  splendid  rivalry,  world-wide 
In  it*  scope,  the  National  Negro  Bu»l- 
I  League  feels  thai  it  la  a  factor  for 
d,  working  In  sympathetic  and  help- 
mi  harmony  with  the  other  great 
commercial  agencies  of  the  republic, 
la  whoee  prosperity  and  glory  all  alike 
have  patriotic  pride.

all  have  bone  tbelr  part  in  the  dellb- 
eratlon*  and  in  tmaking  tbe'  League  a 
strong  force  in  helping  the  raoe.

Color 
prejudice  had  much  to  do  with  this 
conv.ction,  and  would  have  much 
to  do  with  many  other  convictions 
under  exactly  the  same  circumstin- 
ces  and  conditions.  What  is  most 
needed  is  the  removal  of  the  senti- 
ment which  has  approved  and  sanc- 
tioned mob  violence  and  the  culti- 
vation of  a  sentiment  in  favor  of 
law  and  order.  When  this  is  done 
there  will  b.*  prompt  trials  and  just 
punishment  for  all  offences  corn-

DEATH  OF  SAUI.  AND  JONA- 
THAN. 


If  otto  Text— "There  is  a  way 
that  seemeth  right  uoto  tnaa.  but 
the  end  thereof  are  the  ways  of 
death.'-Prov.  14:12. 

Four  01  five  years  have  passed 
since  our  last  lesson.  Saul'  repent- 
ing lasted  but  a  short  time,  and  ha 
was  again  pursuing  David.  And 
David's  faith  in  God's  sovereignty 
failed,  and  with  it.  of  course, 
courage,  his  honor  and  his  love  for 
God's  people.  He  joined  himself 
and  hit  six  hundred  warriors  to  the 
worst  enemies  ot  Israel,  doing  thus 
on  alarge  scale  what  Benedict  Ar- 
nold afterwards  did.  He  marched 
with  his  men  in  the  army  of  the 
Philistines,  and  had  it  not  been  for 
the  contempt  of  their  lords  for  such 
a  renegade  and  their  refusal  to  be- 
lieve that  a  man 

to  fight  his  own  people  could  b* 
true  to  any  one  David  would  hav. 
been  compelled  either  to  fight  a- 
gainst  Israel,  or  to  have  been  gui  ty 
of  treachery  against  Achish  on  th< 
field  of  battle.  His  whole  courst 
n  this  thin;  was  base  and  coward 
ly,  and  the  Bible  does  not  excuse 
nor  justify  nor  palliate  it.  God  in 
his  mercy  saved  David  from  thr 
crowning  act  of  infamy  by  sending 
him  away  from  the  battlefield. 

"Now  the  Philistines  fought  a- 
gainst  Israel."— They 
farther  north  than  usual  to  the 
great  plain  of  Esdrai 
is  thought  they  hoped  to  get  con- 
trol of  the  route  cf  the  caravans  to 
Egypt,  They  were  camped  at  Sbu- 
nem,  the  very  spot  where  Gideon 
*nd  hia,  thjfte  Jmndred  men  won 
their  great  victory.  Saul's  army 
was  southeast  of  them  on  the  slopes 
ol  Mt  Gilboa.  This  plain  was  also 
the  scene  of  Barak's  great  victory. 
Twice  under  their  judges  Israel  and 
won  great  battle  against  tremen- 
dous odds  on  this  very  spot.  Now 
they  come  again  to  fight  here  with 
the  king  whom  they  had  chosen  for 
the  express  reason  that  be  should 
lead  thiir  armies  to  victory. 

"And!  he  men  of  Israel  fled  be- 
fore the  Philistines,  and  Jell  down 
slain  in  Mt.  Gilboa."— The  army 
of  Israel  seems  to  have  been  very 
badly  placed  from  a  military  point 
of  view.  Their  line  of  retreat  led 
over  Gilboa.  The  Israelites  seem 
to  have  fled  in  a  panic,  those  who 
still  maintained  order  rallying  a 
round  Sanl  and  his  sons.  They  re- 
treated fighting  as  they  went  Jon- 
athan and  Abinadal  and  Nechis- 
hua  were  killed ;  one  young  son  was 
out  in  the  battle.  The  death  of 
Jonathan  is  worthy  more  than  a. 
pasting  notice.  He  was  so  brave,, 
so  true,  so  kindly  and  loving,  so 
wise  In  the  most  difficult  positions, 
so  altogether  noble.  From  what 
we  are  told  of  bun,  he  was  very  far 
superior  to  DaviJ  in  moral  charac- 
ter and  in  unswerving  trust  in  God. 
His  faith  never  faltered— he  never 
fled  to  Achish  and  ofterd  his  servi- 
ces to  toe  Philistines  to  fight  s> 
gainst  Israel.  There  is  no  stain  on 
the  purity  of  his  young  manhood 
Ane  yet  he  died  fighting  to  save  his 
father  and  bis  country 
mountain  of  Gilboa,  and  David 
Uved  to  long  years  of  glory  and 
power.  That  Saul  richly  deserve*} 
defeat  and  death,  we  all  feel— bat 
the  aobk  Jonathan  I  We  can  only 
sav.  as  he  surely  would  have  said, 
"b  is  the  Lord,  let  him  do 
seemeth  him  good."  "He  doeth 
his  will  among  the  armies  of  hci 
en  aod  the  inhabitants  of  earth, 
and  none  can  stay  his  hand  and  say" 
onto  him,  what  doeth  thamT

Who  would  not  have  preferred  to 
die  with  Jonathan  than  to  have 
lived  to  weep  tears  of  blood  over 
the  bier  of  Absalom  ?

The  chiel  attach  of  the  enemy  was 
upon  him  and  his  sons,  and  they 
had  already  fallen.  Though  wound- 
ed, he  maintained  the  fight  for 
some  time  longer,  he  ping  no  loubt, 
to  be  killed  by  the  enemy.  But  a 
last  the  archers  were  pressing  so 
closely  upon  him,  he  saw  he  was 
in  danger  ot  being  captured  and 
therefore  said  to  bis  armor-bearer, 
"Draw  thy  sword  and  thrust  mt 
through."  -The  nations  tn  those 
days  were  given  to  torturing  pris- 
oners, and  it  is  evibent  this  is  what 
Saul  dreaded.  For  the  manner  in 
which  he  was  killed  would  mnkc  no 
difference  in  then  getting  passes 
sion  of  his  dead  body.  1  Hut  his 
armour-bearer  mould  not.  /or  lit 
ij rroid. ."—It  was  his  dutv  to 
protect  the  kkig.slilc,  and  no  puu 
ish  incut  would  be  considered  t  >  > 
severe  tor  him  had  he  taken  it.

So  Saul  died"—  the  fiist  suicide 
of  whe  111  we  read  in  Scipture, 
Judas  was  the  last.  A  noble  couple 
ily,  whose  exampfeso  many  fools 
in  this  day  are  found  to  itnatate.
